Ghent has surrendered to the Ger- 
mans, but according to an understand- 
ing between the borgonaster and the 
German commander, the city la not to' 
he occupied in force. 

Two ships, th." Ilieslau and the Goe 
hen. are now flying tite star aud cres 
cent, and have been given Turkisn 
names. Turkey still insists that she i.-^ 
maintaining a strict neutrality as to 
the war. 

Austria is hurriedly p) ei)ariuii for an 
invasion of her territory by Italy, ac 
cording to dispatches from Rome. It 
is stated that <00,000 men liaT« been 
concentrated at Trieste.

On the Eastern Line. 

A dispatch frc.m Ronie announces 
that six German urmy corim have been 
sent from Prance to repel the Russian 
alvanee In Fast Prussia and Galicia. 
\i\ ofRcia; statement issued from Pe- 
trogrud (St. Petei sliur;;i sa\s that the 
Austrians are retreating after desper- 
ate fighting near Halies, leavtag 4..^on 
dead on the field, and that the Austri- 
an attack In front of Warsaw was re- 
pulsed aii'I tliat the Russians have 
now taken the offensive. The com- 
mander In chief of the army haa noti- 
fied the czar of t^e occupation of Lem- 
berg and has asked that In recognition 
cf th( Ir strvlces the order of St. 
George be conferred on General Ruz- 
rky and General Bruaslloff. The oper- 
ationa are aaid to extend over a front 
of 260 miles and to have been held by 
a million and a half ineii. The .\us- 
trlans' exireme right is said to have 
suffered enormous loaa. 

The military government of Paris 
says that there lias been no further at- 
tack of the army of Paris with the 
enemy, that tlie Germans have suffer- 
ed reverses in the uei.;?hborhood of 
Verdun, and that tbe general situation 
in Lorraine and the Vosges is nn- 
eiuUlCBd. with the French troops ia 
thoae regions gaining "furtlier partial 
successes." .Vdvicea from Beriin re- 
port piat the German army is now 
poahiag through the eenter and has 
eapinred M^zieres in the department 
of Ardennes, where the French center 
hitherto has been able to hold hack 
the German advance. According to 
tbe same advices the left wiag of the 
alllaa iMa aow taUea hsek on ita third 
line of defenses. The Germans claim 
a victory in the thaaa days' fighting 
from Rhelms to Verdun, saying that 
the French opposition was strongly 
maintained, but eveatually tt was 
crashed.
